Operating Made More 
Drastic—Repeated Viola- 
tions Alleged. 


Washington, July 30.—A new list of 
press regulations, making material 
changes in the voluntary censorship 
rules under which American newspa- 
pers have been operating was pro- 
mulgated tonight by the committee 
on public information. 

The new regulations contain the first 
general request that there be no pub- 
lished mention of the arrival of Ameri- 
can troops at European ports, replac- 
ing in that respect an express authori- 
zation in the old rules for use of any 
cable dispatches passed by the Eu- 
ropean censors. 

Other sections of the old regulations 
are made more severe by specific stipu- 
lations in place of the more general 
language employed in the rules in force 
until now. Information which the gov- 
ernment considers might reveal mili- 
tary movements or policies is describ- 
ed in great detail. 

Violations Are Alleged. 

In the statement announcing the new

GERMAN TROOPS

Berlin, July 30.—(Via London.)— 
German troops are advancing through 
the Suchawa valley in the Austrian 
province of Bukowina towards the 
town of Seletyn, it was announced offi- 
cially today by the German’ general 
staff. The Germahs also have pushed 
forward to the east of the upper Mol- 
davia valley. 

The statement says the Russians are 
holding the heights to the east of the 
River Zbrocz, on the Russian frontier, 
which has been crossed by Teutons at 
several points. 

Despite the resistance of the Rus- 
sians between the Dieper and Pruth 
rivers the German statement says that 
the Teuton forces pressed back the 
Russians to a point southwest of Zale- 
Szczyky.

JAPAN AND THE WAR. 


Soon—the public is not permitted to 
know just when—America will be visited by 
an official Japanese commission, composed 
of leading statesmen, diplomats and men of 
distinction in military and naval affairs, of 
Japan, ostensibly for the purpose of pro- 
moting a closer relationship between this 
country and Japan and closer co-operation 
in the world war. 

The visit undoubtedly will rivet the at- 
tention, not alone of this country, but of 
Japan as well, and to a greater or lesser 
extent of the entire world, because it bids 
fair to outstrip in importance any one of the 
series of ambassadorial visits thus far paid 
America since our belliggrency was declared, 
with the possible exception of that of the 
British and French war conferees. 

In an article from which we reproduce 
extracts in another column, The New York 
Evening Post says that “nothing less than 
a new era in the relations between the 
United States and Japan” is promised in the 
forthcoming visit; and it stresses this view 
by quoting a studious discussion of Oriental- 
Occidental relations by Dr. T. Iyenaga, di- 
rector of the East and West News bureau. 

Dr. lyenaga treats lucidly the probable 
importance of the diplomatic mission in 
purely a political and a commercial way and 
in making clear to the United States and the 
world in general Japan’s position with refer- 
ence to China and Chinese affairs. 

It is very probable, however, that Japan’s 
relationship toward tHe problem of stamping 
out Prussian despotism—in which we, with 
Japan, are making common cause—will re- 
ceive first and really most important consid- 
eration, for until that menace is removed 
from the world commercial and peacefu} af- 
fairs of all kinds must wait. After that is 
accomplished it will be timely enough to 
talk trade; 
no degree of certainty can attain to any 
after-the-war commercial or political agree- 
ment that might be reached between govern- 


and until that is accomplished 


ments. The world is in too chaotic a state 
just now to assure permanency to whatever 
arrangements might be made. 

The first business before America, Japan 
and their allies is to win the war. 

The consensus of world opinion is that 
the United States must be mainly relied 
upon to acconiplish this, because three years 
of fighting has brought the anti-Prussian 
powers in Europe well-nigh to a point of 
exhaustion. 

Of the original belligerents against the 
central powers, only in Japan does vigor and 
military power seem wholly unimpaired. 

Japan has not been hurt by the war; 
rather, she has been’ building and accumu- 
lating strength 
bleeding and suffering wastage. 

So today Japan and the United States, of 
all of the nations arrayed on the side of 
democracy, stand fresh and strong. 

From the layman’s point of view there is 
no apparent reason why Japan should not be 
looked to and relied upon to come into the 
breach and save the day on a parity and 
shoulder to shoulder with the United States. 

Very likely this forthcoming parley was 
arranged with precisely that thought in 
mind. If so, the visit is fraught with greater 
cause for hope than has been any event 
since America entered the war. 

Japan, as a matter of fact, is in better 
position for active military aggression 
against the central powers than is the 
United States. 

From the layman’s viewpoint, for in- 
stance, it would seem that Japan’s assist- 

ance would be of tremendous weight against 
the Teutonic trunk line of direct communi- 
cation between Berlin and Constantinople. 

With that line broken, the backbone of 


the central powers would be broken. And 


while her allies have been

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until it is broken Germany’s.power both for 
resistance and attack is greater than many 
of us like to admit. 

Greece now is to be depended upon by 
the allies of democracy, with the Kaiser’s 
brother-in-law, Constantine, off the throne 


and the government under the leadership of | 


Premier Venizelos. 

Salonika, therefore, is a secure base of 
operations against the 1,200-mile Berlin- 
Constantinople rail and wire line. 

To the north of it is the friendly terri- 
tory of Rumania, backed by Russia. 

At Salonika the allies have been for 
months reported to be mobilizing an army 
of 750,000 troops; and Greece is said to be 
preparing to throw a force of 200,000 trained 
men into the vortex on the side of the en- 
tente allies. 

Whether Greece enters the war or not 
freedom of the entente to employ Salonika 
as a base whence to move against the Ber- 
lin-Constantinople line from the south, is a 
matter of vital and far-reaching importance. 

Japan, it would seem, could easily co- 
operate in such a movement, either from 
the south or from the north, as it could 
move troops to the scene of operations 
either by water through the Suez and the 
Aegean sea to the Salonika base, or else via 
the Trans-Siberian railroad across Russia, 
to strike through Rumania and attack the 
line from the north. 

Of course Japan may have nothing of 
this sort in mind, and the forthcoming con- 
ferences between its representatives and 
those of our own government may be for an 
entirely different purpose than to discuss 
measures immediately and directly bearing 
upon the prosecution of the war. 

But there is every reason for the allies— 
especially the people of the United States— 
to feel hopeful encouragement in this visit 
as an indication of Japan’s awakening to 
what everybody must admit is an urgent 
need of the hour. 


PAY FOR IT OR GIVE IT BACK. 


Simultaneously with the publication of 
our editorial urging the general assembly to 
make good the state’s obligation to a local 
jeweler for the silver service presented by 
Georgia to the battleship bearing our state’s 
name, comes a letter which we publish else- 
where upon this page, from Rev. R. F. Eakes, 
assistant editor and business manager of 
The Wesleyan Christian Advocate, in which 
the correspondent says that “it is a mis- 
erable shame that the great state of Georgia 
permits this matter to go unsettled.” 

The Rev. Mr. Eakes is right; 
“miserable shame!” 

The proposition is simply this: 

An American battleship was christened 
in honor of this state. The governor of the 
state, Governor Terrell, in person and on be- 
half of the state, arranged with a jeweler to 
furnish a silver service, appropriately en- 
graved, for the ship, and in the name of the 
state, and authorized by the general as- 
sembly, he appointed a special commission 
to represent the state at the presentation 
ceremonies. 

This presentation was done with great 
eclat at the Jamestown exposition, on a day 
officially designated by the exposition man- 
agement “Georgia Day.” 

It was a great day and a great occasion 
for Georgia—with honor and glory for every- 
body connected with the ceremonies! 

Governor Terrell is now dead; and the 
jeweler’s bill for the silver service is still 
unpaid! 

Annually since the service was turned 
over to the state by the jeweler, the legisla- 
ture has been asked to pay Georgia’s part of 
its cost price. 

After all of these years of procrastina- 
tion and postponement, the house of repre- 
sentatives last year passed a bill providing 
for an appropriation to pay the debt; but 
that was done so late in the session that 
the senate got no opportunity to act on it. 
This year, therefore, in keeping with cus- 
tom, another effort is being made to have 
the necessary appropriation made. 

The time has come when that bill should 
be paid or else that the service should be 
taken off the battleship Georgia and given 
back to its mantfacturer; or, if it remains 
on the .ship, the Inscription should be 
changed 80 as to give credit for the donation 
of it to the jeweler Instead of to the state. 

Georgia has let this thing go long enough!

Highway Commission Head 
Ready for Another Round 
With Federal Road Officials 


Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman of the 
state highway commission, stated Monday 
that he expects Engineer Ed Davis, of the 
commission, to make his report Tuesday upon 
the additional information desired by the 
United States office of good roads on the 
commission's Atlanta-Macon highway project, 
and that when he receives this report he in- 
tends to lay the report before the -road’s 
office in person and see that Georgia gets 
her federal aid for this project or know why. 

Due to repeated misunderstandings be- 
tween the Georgia highway commission and 
the United States office of good roads there 
has been delay after delay in getting the 
Atlanta-Macon highway project approved and 
obtaining the money so that construction 
of this important highway may go forward.

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New Epoch in Relations 
Between U. S. and Japan 
Likely Result of Parleys 


(From Japanese Supplement of The New York 
Evening Post, Copyrighted, 1917.) 

It is nothing less than a new era in the 
relations between Japan and the United 
States that is promised in consequence of the 
visit of Viscount Kikujiro Ishil, former Jap- 
anese minister of foreign affairs, and his as- 
sociates on the Japanese commission, to this 
country. It is obvious that in the all-im- 
portant discussions of the relations between 
the dominating empire of the Pacafic and 
the republic whose leadership is recognized 
throughout the western hemisphere the ques- 
tion of closer and more economical co-op- 
eration in the world war will take first 
place. The presence on the Japanese com- 
mission of naval and military men of distinc- 
tion is of itself evidence that a definition 
of the military and naval co-operation of the 
two nations is in prospect and, for the future 
an energetic prosecution of the aims in which 
Japan as one of the allied nations, is vitally 
interested. 

Viscount Ishii’s visit was, in fact, paral- 
leled with that of Arthur Balfour andthe Brit- 
ish mission to this country, by Dr. T. lyena- 
ga, director of the East and West News Bu- 
reau, who pointed out to a representative of 
The Evening Post that in his opinion, similar 
problems to those canvassed by the commis- 
sions sent to this country from France. Great 
Britain, Russia, Italy, and Belgium, would 
be discussed and put in the way of solution 
by the Japanese commission. The immedi- 
ate task which lies before the commission, 
and before the representatives of the United 
States with whom they will meet, is nothing 
less than a division of labor between two 
maritime manufacturing nations, one Occi- 
dental, one Oriental, both engaged in the 
international task of overcoming a common 
enemy. 

Although questions 
prosecutingy the war will undoubtedly take 
precedence, they are not, however, Dr. lye- 
naga thinks, the only object of the commis- 
sion’s visit, mor will they eventually prove 
as momentous as the mutual undestanding 
between Japan and the United States, which 
will result from the expcsition of Japan’s 
foreign policy which Viscount Ishii is ex- 
pected to make. Much of the alarm which 
has from time to time been occasioned in 
both countries, due as well to honest mis- 
understanding as to the deliberate utterances 
of the yellow press, may in the future be 
averted by a clear statement of Japan’s pol- 
icy in the Far East, and of the position which 
the United States may be expecied to take 
as a first-class power in Far Eastern af- 
fairs. The commission's visit assumes ex- 
traordinary significance, coming so soon aft- 
er the resentment manifested in Japan at 
the recent note from the state department 
urging the Chinese to compose their dif- 
ferences and remove anxiety for the allies 
from that source. 

The Chinese Question. 

In the constant shifting of international 
issues, it is pointed out by Dr. Iyenaga that 
the Chinese question has come to the fore 
and is probably the leading one of the three 
or four which now press for solution. 

“Japan wants her pwositioninthe Far East 
recognized and appreciated,” said Dr. lyena- 
ga, “and to her should be confided the main- 
tenance of peace and order there. The 
United States has now become an eastern 
power of the first magnitude, in virtue of its 
sovereignty over the Philippines, and this 
has become a sensitive point with you. Real- 
izing that the Philippines are vulnerable, they 
are made the pretext for alarm at Japanese 
dominance in the Far Kast. I can only say 
that this is folly. 

“Let me say to you quite frankly that 
Japan will resent an attempt at extending 
the political influence of the United States 
in China But it must be equally clearly 
understood that this does not involve any 
curtailment of the privileges of commercial 
and industrial expansion which the United 
States may seek in China, Our political in- 
terests in China are greater than yours. China 
is closer to us. But there is no disposition 
on the part of Japan to close the open door 
or to create inequalities inthe termson which 
the United States may engzege in Far Eastern 
trade. 

“It would be to Japan’s disadvantage, 
to close the open door. 
For the other great powers whose spheres 
of influence in China are greater than those 
of Japan would claim the same right. 
. » » If each of the other powers were 
to follow the suit of Japan in closing the 
open door, the result would be a blow to 
Japan’s commerce. 

Japan and Competition, 

“Furthermore, Japan has no reason to fear 
free competition. You must remember that 
Japan has all the advantages with her on 
this basis except capital, and that in conse- 
quence of the development of monufacturing 
since the war, she is now catching up in 
that weakest side of her trade. She has 
the advantages of proximity of markets, and 
of comparative cheapness of labor. The la- 
bor cheapness may become a less pronounced 
factor, as prices have greatly risen in Japan 
also, a8 a result of the war, but it is a present 
advantage. Then, too, Japan, has transporta- 
tion facilities. After the war, this advan- 
tage probably will become more pronounced, 
as she will have an even greater superiority 
in ships. Another factor which plays its 
part in cretating favorable trade conditions 
for Japan in China is the identity of litera- 
ture and of tradition. So, all in all, Japan 
has no reason to close the open door because 
she fears free competion by the United States. 

“There is still another consideration, and 
that is the opportunity for joint exploita- 
tion of China's commercial and industria] 
opportunities by Japanese and American cap- 
italists, who have every reason for working 
together. You should remember that Japan 
has made every effort to gain and keep the 
good will of China. . To us, China's wel- 
fare is vital. We have been attempting to 
wake China up, to make her stand on her 
own feet and put her own house in order. 
Now, China has the opportunity to enter the 
world war and eventually to sit at the peace 
conference as an equal. We cannot but be- 
lieve that it has been shortsighted in her 
leaders to permit internal disturbances at 
this crucial time. Japan has proved herselt 
a harder task-master to China in days gone 
by than the United States. That is because 
stability in China is necessary to Japan. As 
to the criticism that we object to the repub- 
lican form of government in China, that 
is not well founded. We are Strengthening 
our relations with the United States, also a 
great republic, and the Kussian revolution 
has not abated our friendship for Russia.” 

Perhaps the most important result of the 
of the Japanese commission will 
more definite formulation of American Far 
Eastern policy than has beeh made since 
the famous open-door policy was announced.

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WRIGHT VICE BILL 


PASSED BY HOUSE 


Rules Committee Will Try 
Today to Start Afternoon 
Sessions at Once to Speed 
Up Legislation. 


Opposed on the floor of the house 
by but one speech, that of Representa- 


~ 


tive Bale. of Floyd, the Wright anti- | 
vice bill, designed to close lewd houses, ! 


with a special view to creating a proper 
moral atmosphere at points where 
army camps are located, passed the 
house Monday morning by a vote of 
114 to 13. The points thus affected in 
Georgia would be Atlanta, Macon, Au- 
gusta and Chickamauga Park. 

The measure provides that, where a 
private citizen has cause to believe 
there probably exists illicit practices 
in any house or property, information 
ay be filed with the superior court 
of that judicial district, whereupon the 
judge shall issue an order directing 
the sheriff to take charge of the ef- 
fects and close the house on temporary 
restraining order. 

If, on investigation, the judge finds 
the allegations supported, a permanent 
injunction issues and, where it is found 
the property owner has rented or leas- 
ed the property, or continued to rent 
or lease it with the knowledge of the 
purpose for which it was used, a fine 
of $30C is levied against the property 
owner, which funds go into the com- 
mon treasury of the county. The fix- 
tures and furnishings are, at the same 
time, taken possession of by the court. 

Bale, of Floyd, Fights Bill. 

The only speech against the bill was 
that by Representative Bale, of Floyd, 
who termed it unnecessary and ill-ad- 
vised legislation. Mr. Bale held that 
there are now both criminal and civil 
laws which fully cover the abatement 
of such a nuisance, which provide that 
the solicitor general of the circuit shall 
file the information, and that an ac- 
tion may not be brought by a private 
citizen. 

The pending bill, Mr. Bale held, 
means that any private citizen in Geor- 
gia may direct an attack on a man or 
a woman, drive her from her home, 
close her house, remove from her any 
place to rest her head and put her into 
the streets as a thing hunted.” 

He argued, in respect to the protec- 
tion of the provisional army, that the 
articles of war put in the power of the 
military offices in charge of any camp 
the power to handle the situation un- 
der military rule. 

Representative Morris, of Cobb, re- 
cited facts as he knew them through 
tifteen yedrs’ experience as a commis- 
sioned officer in the national guard. 
Reading from the federal department 
statistics, compiled from direct exami- 
nition and experience, he drew a pic 
ture of vice conditions charged to 
have existed at San Antonio, El Paso 
and other places on the Texas border 
as a result of the national guard and 
United States army troops being sta- 
tioned there. ; 

Mr. Culpepper, of Clinch, closed the 
argument in favor of the bill and, de- 
clining the motion of Mr. Pickett, of 
Terrell, for an aye and nay vote, the 
house passed the bill by 114 to 13. 

The house rules committee sought 
again to fix a special order, but the 
opposition shown caused the vice chair- 
man of the rules committee to makea 
motion to table the committee’s report, 
which the house did. 

The report recommended that the 
several pending bills which seek to put 
solicitors general of several superior 
court circuits on salary instead of fees 
be made the special and continuing or- 
der for Tuesday, conditionally. Vice 
Chairman Jones explained that there 
were a number of similar bills on the 
calendar. The rule proposed that all of 
them be made a special order, but with 
the understanding that when one Dill 
is taken up and objection is raised to 
it that bill be passed over as a cone 
tested matter. Thus only the uncon- 
tested ones would be put on their pas- 
sage under the committee’s recommen- 
dation. 

Will Put on Speed Todny. 

Information from the rules commit- 
tee is that it will make a report Tues- 
day fixing afterncon sessions, begin- 
ning Tuesday, and that Saturday ses- 
sions will begin this week. The pur- 
pose of this is to speel things up, and 
it is expected a great mass of matter 
now on the calendar will be run 
through. Under the order cf things, 
with the full day put in grinding, the 
house will probably reach the bills 
numbered in the hundreds, including at 
least t@#o of the proposed new county 
bills, taking up also the college endow- 
ment exemption bill, and clearing up 
much of the l5cal legislation.

SOUTHWEST LAGRANGE 


Legislature Should Grant 
Petition. 


The fight which is being waged in 
the present legislature over the ques- 
tion of the incorporatiom of the town 
of Southwest LaGrange will in all 


row, when it will be brought before 
the house for a final vote. 

The bill providing for this incor- 
poration was recommended favorably 
several days ago by a committee vote 
of about two to one, and friends and 
opponents of the project have ‘been 
busily engagdéd in preparing for the 
battle which will take place when the 
bill comes up for final vote in the 
house. 

According te a statement made last 
night by Fuller E. Callaway, of La- 
Grange, one of the most prominent mill 
men in Georgia, those opposing the 


| project offered Monday to drop all op- 


position provided Southwest LaGrange 
would accept a commission composed 
in part of men who oppose the bill and 
who live in LaGrange proper to be in 
charge cf the improvements in the new 
township. 

Why Compromise Was Refused. 

“This proposition was refused,” 


stated Mr. Callaway, “on the grounds 
that the friends of Southwest LaGrange 
‘think that the people of that section 
should elect officials, 'who live in the 
new town, and control their local af- 
fairs, as the bonds which will be float- 
ed by Southwest LaGrange are to be 
obligations of Southwest LaGrange 
only, and the property owners of the 
proposed town are to pay all the taxes. 

‘Those interested in the passage of 
the bill, of whom I am one, have se- 
cured affidavits to show that persons 
who have signed the petition for the 
incorporation of Southwest LaGrange 
constitute a majority of voters in city 
elections in LaGrange; that they pay 
more than one-half of the taxes of the 
city, and that more than 95 per cent of 
the men over 21 years of age living 
within the territory embraced by South- 
west LaGrange have signified their de- 
sire for the incorporation of the town 
in writing.” 

“Statements from many of the larg- 
est and most reliable ‘business concerns 
of LaGrange,” he added, “have been se- 
cured in proof of the fact that these 
coneerns are not hostile to the pro- 
posed incorporation.” 

‘Southwest LaGrange is largely com- 
posed of cotton mill sections,”’ contin- 
ued Mr. Callaway, “and thousands of 
dollars .in improvements have been 
made for the exclusive benefit of the 
operatives of the mills. The general 
health of the community, however, is 
endangered by a lack of sewerage, and 
if the bill passes, proper sewerage fa- 
cilities as well as other general im- 
provements will be provided. 

“In the event that LaGrange wishes 
at a later date to extend her bounda- 
ries, the people of Southwest LaGrange 
will be ready to ‘become citizens of 
LaGrange, provided that city will as- 
sume the bonds issued for improve- 
ments by Southwest LaGrange.” 

Among prominent men of LaGrange 
who have expressed sympathy with the 
incorporation of the new town is J. A. 
Perry, a well-known citizen interested 
in the welfare of mill operatives. Ina 
statement made Monday Mr. Perry 
said: 

“The proposition does not affect La- 
Grange territory at all, and it is push- 
ed only to provide necessities of a pub- 
lic nature. It would be a great pity if 
the bill should fail to pass.” 

Bankston Frf&vors Incorporation. 


Representative W. Trox Bankston, of 
Troup county, made the following state- 
ent: 
~ Having friends on both sides of this 
question, Mr. Wyatt and I had decided 
to remain neutral, and to let the com- 
mittee, after hearing both sides of the 
proposition, decide the case on its 
erits. 
eM. Wyatt, having broken the mu- 
tual agreement, and having waived all 
legislative courtesy, made a hectic 
speech against the incorporation, thus 
releasing me from our mutual agree- 
ment of neutrality. 
‘In ylelding to the wishes of the ma- 
jority of residents of LaGrange and 
more than 95 per cent of the people 
who will be affected by the incorpora- 
tion, I am for the incorporation of 
Southwest LaGrange heart and soul, 
and firmly believe the large majority 
of the members of the legislature will 
give the people of Troup county what 
they want, after they have heard the 
facts of the case.”

THRILLING WAR FILM 
SHOWN AT CRITERION 


Every Element That Goes to 
Make Up Modern Battle 
Presented in Picture. 


There have been war pictures galore 
some of 
them of fiction variety, some of actual 
encounters in Europe, but it is doubt- 
ful if any one of them can compare 
in continuity, in grim detail and in 
thrill to the film being shown at the 
Criterion all this week, entitled “The 
Tanks in Action at the Battle of Ancre.” 

There was a large and critical at- 
tendance all day Monday, for among 
those present were many wearers of the 
khaki, and every now and thenta man 
who had seen actual service on the 
field. To everyone, especially to these 
soldiers in the making, the presenta- 
tion was one of exceeding interest, and 
held their attention throughout. 

All the elements of modern war are 

shown in profusion. There is not a 
missing detail, from the time the men 
single file through the communication 
trenches, until finally they reach the 
first line trenches; to the moment when 
they are given orders to “go over the 
top,” to the time when they are seen 
in German trenches, and finally on 
their way back, loaded down with the 
spoils of war. Said spoils usually con- 
sist of weapons, of various sorts, and 
German helmets. 
For the many people who have be- 
lieved that in the struggle over “No- 
Man’s land” the troops making an at- 
tack ran at full speed to get out of 
range of shot and shell, it was almost 
painful—even though you knew it to 
be a picture only—to see the men start 
towards the enemy at a fast walk, 
breaking finally into a trot, and that’s 
about all, 

At intervals the picture brings flashes 
of the men busy at the guns of various 
caliber, all well hidden beneath branches 
and all other cover possible to shelter 
them from the prying eyes of aero- 
plane observers. Now it is a field gun 
working, then a battery of the “big 
boys.” Day fades and night comes, and 
all through the hours of darkness the 
great cannon continue their splashes 
of light. 

The battle Over, great throngs of 
German prisoners are gathered togeth- 
er, by the roadsides, finally put into a 
compound which is just a space sur- 
rounded by wire, and guards, as well, 
and then the Fritzes are shown start- 
ing off on a trip which will last them 
until “the world is safe for democracy.” 

There are scenes of excursions into 
*‘no-man’s land” to bring the wounded 
back to safety—the boys of ambulance 
companies 20 and 29 should see this 
part—the gathering of the wounded 
where they are given first aid, and fi- 
nally night when the men enjoy rest 
and supper. 

It is @ great picture and one which 
is certain to have its value in a re- 
cruiting way.
